Fully two-thirds 
of fhe team owners have voted on the propo- 
sition and their verdict practically has been 
unanimous in favor of continued 
in the strike. 

The exact result ot the vote will not re 
made known formally until the massmeet- 


card returns up to last night, however, 
showed that out of 178 votes registered only 
three team owners are in favor of a lockout. 
These three already are affected by 2227 
tre. 


Col. Rend Expects No Action. 

This information robs tonight’s meeting of 
its importance, Col. Rend,’ who chiefly was 
instrumental in having the meeting called, 
admitted that he expected that nothing 
would be done to change the present position 
of the team owners. 

Col. Rend also is ready to abandon the ficht 
he has been making in urging his associates 
in the team owners’ organization to force the 
issue with their drivers.

Accept Roosevelt’s Suggestion. 
These were the developments today in theses 
peace negotiations which arg at last consid- 
ered to be under way. When President Roose+ 
velt returned to Washington at 10 o'clock” 
tonight from a short trip to his new farm ih 
Virginia he was informed by Secretary Loeb 
that the answers to his proposal that peace, 
Pplenipotentiaries be appointed by the bel- 
ligerents had reached Washington.

He is a man whose keenness of intel- 
lect, whose knowledge of international law, 
and general diplomatic experience, make 
him peculiarly well qualified to undertake to 
save as much of Russia’s dignity and honor 
as is possible under the circumstances,

Without doubt he will have a foeman 
more than worthy of his steel. Marquis Ito, 
whose name is on the lips of every Jape-— 
nese and who is widely known in America 
and Europe, is the man who made modern 
Japan, who early in his youth went to the 
west to learn the arts by which the west 
conquered the east.

-ROOSEVELT’S ACTION A TRIUMPH 
FOR AMERICAN DIPLOMAOY. 


French Authorities Regard Action of 
President of United States as Prov-~- 
ing Power and Initiative of This 
Government—Baron d'Estournelles 
de Constant Points Out That 014 

World Is Receiving Its Light from 
Weste-Spesulation as to Terms. 


PARIS, June 11.—President Roosevelt's 
success in opening a way for peace negotia- 
tions between Russia and Japan is the ab- 
sorbing theme here, and France has for- 
gotten her own troubles with Germany over 
Morocco to join in enthusiastic approval of 
the American initiative. Portraits of Pres- 
ident Roosevelt, Minister Takahira, and Am- 
bassador Cassini appear in all the journals 
with pictures of the White house as the scene 
of the historic origin of.the peace movement. 

Without exception comment on President 
Roosevelt’s action is favorable, with the ex- 
pression of a slight sense of disappointment 
that France as the ally of Russia has not 
taken a more prominent part in éffecting the 
preliminaries. 

Baron Indorses Action. | 

Baron @Estournelies de Constant, former 
president of the parliamentary group in the 
chamber of deputies, favoring international 
arbitration, severely arraigns the action of 
the European. powers, and applauds Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s initiative.

MOLTEN METAL BURIED MAN. | 
A FURNACE EXPLOSION. 


Die as Result of “Slip” in Plant of 
Iroquois Iron Company. 


By the explosion of a furnace at the plant 
of the Iroquois Iron company, Ninety-fifth 
street and the Calumet river, at 12 o’clock 
last night, one man is believed to have lost 
his life and two others were burned severely.

The 
Pennsylvania special pulled into Pittsburg 
one minute before 1 o'clock this morning, 
and was welcomed by a crowd of more than 
The passengers have given up wondering 
at the speed, and are all asleep in their berths, 
The hardest stretch of the whole route has 
been overcome without losing a minute 
from the schedule. From Crestline. to Pitts- 
burg is 189 miles, uphill all the way. There 
is a hill between Wooster and Smithville, O, 
six miles long where the grade is sixty feet 
to the mile which was made at the rate of 
forty-five miles an hour. From New Gail- 
away to Highland is another hill four and 
one-half miles long where the grade is forty- 
five feet to the mile, This was made at the 
rate of fifty-five miles an hour. 
Three miles and a half west of Pittsburg 
there was a flash of light on the left, a crash, 
and two eighteen hour trains had passed, 
one bound for New York, the other for Chi- 
cago, both on time.

Tt is not given to ry one to have his or 

her name stand for a ain thing in Mtera- 
ture. There are some few, however, whose 
— are linked for as long as they live 
with certain countries or peoples. Thename 
of Mary Austin is an equivaient for 4 tale 
of the Indians or the dweller on the Cali- 
fornia highlands. Stewart Edward White 
is a name redolent of the forests; and Joseph 
Conrad is not merely a name; it is “a wet 
sheet and a flowing sea, a wind that 
follows fast.” 


And so the mention of the name of Helene 
Vacareseo brings to mind the folksongs and 
stories of her beloved Roumania. It is with 
the foreknowhledge of finding something new 
and beautiful that one opens her new collec- 
tion of tales“ SONGS OF THE VALIANT 
VOIVODE.” ' These’ stories ate ind no par- 
ticular diluted versions of Greek or northern 
mythology, as so many of the airy tales of 
various countries are. They are the head- 
waters themselves, fresh from. the hearts 
and minds of the peasants, written down 
now for the first time by one who compre- 


sinrplicity, their forcefulmess. That the 
simplest form is the most dramatic one is 
shown here with remarkable clearness. The 
dramatic conversations, the lack of unpo-, 
etical detail, and the strange and artistic 
climaxes are the salient points of originality.
